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ORDNANCE NOTEs, 


A plate representing the last lot of side armor for 
the Puritan at New York, has been received at the 
Naval Proving Station. Indian Head, and will s6on 
be tested. The plate varies in thickoess from 113¢ 
to I4inches and represents in all 600 tons of armor, 
part of which is fur the Monadnock. One of the ten 
inch rifles will be used to attack it, with a Carpenter 
projectile, and if the plate stands the trials success. 
fully the remaining armor for the Puritan will be 
— to New York at onve and instalied on the 
vessel. 


The Ordnance Bureau of the Navy bas been mak- 
ing rapid progress in turning ont the heavy 13 inch 
rifles for the battleships, and this week successfully 
jacketed the tenth of the lot. Thirteen in all are to 
be constructed, of which number five are completed 
and ready fer trial, and five more fast approaching 
readiness. One gun mount bas been manufactured 
at the Ordnance shops, upon which the first of the 
guns will be tested at Indian Head in a few days. If 
this mount works well others will be made for the 
remaining guns. A special brand of prismatic 
powder for the 13-inob rifies is pow being made to 
test the guns. 





THE recent test of the Wheeler-Sterling armor- 
piercing projectiles at Sandy Hook by the Ord- 
nance Bureau of the Army was highly satisfactory 
both to the contractor of the shells and the Depart- 
ment. The trials were conducted by Capt. Frank 
Heatb and Capt. C. 8S. Smith of the Ordnance Bu- 
rea. Four 12 iach projectiles were fired against a 
plate 43¢ inches thick, backed up by 24 inches of 
pine. Tne target was arranged at ao angle of 60 
degrees ao as to present as pear as possible the slope 
of aship’s deck. Every proj ctile cleaved the ar- 
mor aod on recovering them from the butts they 
were discovered to bein perfect condition. While 
the plate and backing were completely demolished 
the shell gave no evidence of having been injured, 
and was apparently good for a second round. The 
cbarge of powder weighed 45 pounds; the armor- 
plate was at a distance of 150 feet from the mortar; 
each projectile weighed 800 pounds and the initial 
velocity obtained was about 830 feet per second. 
The projectiles tested represented two lots of about 
130 for tne Army.

VARIOUS NAVAL ITEMS. 


GERMANY bas decided that cinnamon yellow is 
the best color for war sbips. 


A DESPATCH from Rio Janeiro Jan. 1 states that 
the shore leave of the crews of the U. 8. war vessels 
there bas been cut off as a precautionary measure 
against yellow fever. 

PEIxoToO, it is reported, has sent a dispatch to 
Toulon, France, ordering bis war vessels, the Ria- 
chuelo and Benjamin Constant, which have been 
building at that place to go to Pernambuco with 
all speed and join the fleet the President is gather- 
ipg there at last report. 

TAE detail for the speed trials of the new cruiser 
Montgomery bas been decided upon by the Depart- 
mept, and tne orders will be issued some day next 
week. This duty will be about the Iast to be per- 
formed by the President of the Board, Rear Admi- 
ral Belkuvap, and if the anticipations of the contrav- 
tors are fulfilled, it will be the most successful of 
the series. 

A DESPATCH to the London Telegraph, December 
27, from Paris, saysitis asserted tbat the Bayard, 
which has just been repaired at a costof haifa 
million francs, for replacing the Triumphante, as a 
flagship in the French squadron in tae far east, has 
been detained at Toulon, theexperts declaring that 
sbe was unable to stand the voyage. M. Lockroy, 
the correspondent adds, declares that the Hoche, 
Marceau and Neptune are also topheavy. 

THE Navy Departmént bas prepared instructions 
for the official trial trip of the new cruiser Mont- 
gomery, which will take placein Long Island Sound 
over the same course taken by the Detroit and Mar- 
blehead, about Jan. 15. The course will be 36 miles 
in length, and two runs wi)! be made over it. The 
cruiser is required to make 17 knots an hour and ber 
contractors predict that ehe will equal the record 
of the Detroit, built by the eame firm,and may do 
better. Admiral Belknap will be President of the 
Koard, and Chief Engineer Morley will besenior offi- 
cer of theengineer officers. 

Capta'Nw Louis Kemprr, U.S. N., in command of 
the Monterey, has expressed much interest in the 
voyage of the Miantonomoh to Brazil, and is desir- 
ous of comparing the per formance of the latter with 
the craft which he took so successfully from San 
Francisco to Puget Sound and back again. The 
Monterey bas proved herself to be a fairly good sea 
boat, but tbe same cannot be said, as yet, of the 
Miantonomoh. The old vessel of the same name, as 
18 well known, made a successful voyage to Europe, 
and made good weather of the Atlantic Ovean, but 
the present ship bearing the name is altogether of 
different type. 

A GENERAL Court Martial bas been ordered to 
meet in Washington city Saturday, January 6th, 
for the trial of the Marine Corps enlisted men, The 
Court will consist of Capt. D Pratt Mannix, presi- 
dent; Capt. C. P. Porter, First Lieut. Harry K. 
White, First Lieut. Charles A. Doyen, Second Lieuts. 
Dion Willism, R. H. Lane and A. 8S. McLemore, 
and First Lieut. George Bamet, allof the Marine 
Corps. 

SECRETARY HERBERT has not yet taken up the 
applications of nearly one bundred young men for 
the four vacancies in the pay corps of the navy and 
will probably not give the matter his attention uo- 
til the President acts upon the Sullivan case which 
has now been at the White House two months. Two 
of the vacancies in the pay corps have existed since 
the last administration and were not filled months 
ago because of the Stevenson case which was not 
disposed of until this autumn. 

Is answer to ap inquiry in Parliament as to the 
Resolution, Sir V. Kay-Shuttlewortb, Parliamentary 
Secretary of the Admiralty, said: ‘The captain’s 
report to the Admiralty was to the effect that the 
main reason for his putting back was his anxiety 
regarding his supply of coal. No injury had been 
done to the structure of the ship. All the repairs 








she required might have been made at Gibraltar. 
In deciding to return to Queenstown the captain 
had reasoned that if. the gale continued his coal 
would not hold out until he got to Gibraltar, which 
was distant 840 miles, whereas Queenstown was ouly 
250 miles away. The secretary said he declined to 
publish the Admiralty reports. (Cries of ‘Hear!’ 
‘Hear!") Continuing, he said that no accurate ob- 
servations had been madeof the angles of the Reso- 
lution’s rolling. In still waters the dipping of her 
rails would indicate a roll of 35 degrees, but under 
the conditions of a sea roll a much smaller angle 
would put her rails under water, The statements 
asto theamount of water shipped were exagger- 
ated. The ship had been kept head on to the sea in 
order to diminish her rolling.” Robert Hanbury, 
an Independent Conservative. asked: ‘*Does the 
Secretary to the Admiralty think it is to the public 
interest that he should not furnish the details in re- 
gard to the Resolution?” This question was greeted 
with cheers by the Conservatives, and the Speaker 
was at last compelled to call the House to order. 


Compr. C. D. S1esspez, U. 8. N.. Hydrographer, 
Bureau of Navigation, Navy Department, has issued 
the first sheet of the proposed pilot chartof the 
North Pacific Ocean. The support and co-opera- 
tion of mariners and of all others interested in short- 
ening the duration of voyages of commerce, in en- 
bancing the safety cf navigation, and in improving 
our knowledge of the winds, currents and storms of 
the Pacific, are asked in this undertaking; and they 
are invited to state their opinions as to what mat- 
ters of practical value should appear onthe chart. 


ADMIRAL Hersey has sent to the London Times a 
letter from an officer of the H. M.8. Resolution, 
who says that he never before went through such a 
terrifying experience asin tie recentstorm. She 
rotled to 42 degrees each way, immediately after sbe 
entered the Bay of Biscay, in moderate weather. 
“During the gale the sea rolled over the fore- 
bridge, which was 37 feet from the water,”’ says the 
writer. “*Westeamed slowly, keeping the vessel's 
head to the sea, knowing all the time that any de- 
viation of the helm would break down the engines 
and steering gear and would capsize theship. The 
next day, the gale moderating and coal running 
short, the question arose what it was best te do. We 
dared not turn, for fearof going over. At4o’clock 
in the afternoon of Dec. 21 the weather allowed us 
to alter our course a couple of points and make for 
Queenstown. The ship behaved splendidly as far as 
she could, but the evident absence of stability 
makes every man of mature experience aboard feel 
thoroughiy unsafe.” 


Tue Navy Department will soon have ready plans 
for the new 800 ton torpedo cruiser which the Secre- 
tary proposes to construct if shipbuilders are wiil- 
ing to bid on her within the appropriation of $450,- 
000 mace by Congress three years ago. An attempt 
was made to build this boat at the time, but no bids 
were received on account of the great speed ex- 
acted and small cbances of premium, and with 
every indication that the boat would cost more 
than the appropriation allowed. The Department 
bas been at work again revising the old plans and 
endeavoring to reduce the price of thecraft. It is 
believed now thst with modifications which will 
not affect the value of the boat that she can be built 
for the money Congress allowed. The new designs 
contemplate a boat of 800 tons displacement, 250 feet. 
in length, 274¢ feet beam, with two decks, part of 
the cabin on ine spar deck, conning tower, but with 
no turrets or armor. She will bave as a battery 
several six inch rifles, a good secondary battery and 
five torpedo tabes. She will be required to main 
tain a speed on her trial of 23 knots an hour, which 
would place her ahead of any vessel in the Navy 
tried so far. Her engines will be powerful for a 
veseel of her siza and will be expected to develop 
6,000 indicated horse power. Tne stroke of the pie- 
ton will be 21 inches, the revolution of her screws 
will be 315 per minute, and the steam wilil come 
from eight coil boilers which will be kept going by 
a total grate surface of 30+quare feet anda heating 
surface 0: 15,000 square feet.

REPRESENTATIV E BAILRy, of Texas, who 1s propos- 
ing the abolition of the retired lists for officers of 
the Army and Navy and for federal judges, does not 
propose to abate his zeal because of opposition. He 
will push forward his special bill for the abolition 
of the retired lists, and, failing in the effort to se- 
cure the passage of this, he will probably move 
amendments to the appropriation bills striking out 
the provision for the pay of retired officers. Ashe 
himself questions the propriety of refusing to make 
appropriations to make payments which the law 
directs shall be made, it is possible that he may 
move amendments to the appropriation bills pro- 
viding for the repeal of the laws establishing the 
retired lists. He has some doubt, however, as to 
whether such amendments would come within the 
rules of the House allowing amendments reducing 
expenses to be made to appropriation bills. No 
matter in what form the question comes up there is 
no possibility of its getting through the House, and 
Mr. Bailey will find that he has very little support. 
He admits that there is no chance of success, but 
he is determined to pose before the country and his 
constituents in Texas, as a reformer and advocate 
of economy.

THE LESSON OF THE HOUR. 


THE, year 1893, which opened with the high 
hopes awakened by the success of the great Colum- 
bian Exhibition, has closed amid gloom and disas- 
ter. From every State comes the report of indus- 
trial depression and commercial difficulties; of 
mills and factories closed or working on partial 
time; of wages reduced or cut off altogether; and of 
organization and effort to save the hundreds of 
thousands of once prosperous workmen who are now 
in actual want. Half a dozen or more of our larg- 
est railroad corporations have gone into bank- 
ruptey and the number of lesser corporations over- 
taken by a similar fate is too great for enumeration. 
The loss by the devreciation of property values is 
measured by the hundreds of millions, and thous- 
ands of incomes once ample have so shrunken as to 
compel retrenchment if not to threaten poverty. 

In Congress and out of it we hear the voice of 
contention awakened by the diverse opinions as to 
the cause of the prevailing distress and the remedy 
for it. It is not our province to enter into this dis- 
cussion, and it would be extremely difficult to 
determine how events stand related to each otheras 
cause and consequence. But we may be suffered 
to point out the significant fact that the difficulties 
with which we contend are closely related to the 
demagogue assertion of Poor Richard Maxims in 
their application to the administration of the Gov- 
ernment and to the popular acceptance of what 
seems to us to be some fundamentally false beliefs, 
one of which is that we are a tax-burdened people, 
and that our public expenditures have been on too 
liberal a’scale. 

That every dollar raised by taxation should be 
wisely and honestly expended, no man ques‘ions; 
but, with this requirement fulfilled,we might double 
our taxation and expend the money thus raised in 
making proper provision for the public defence; in 
training our young men in the healthy exercises of 
the drill room and camp; in enlarging the scope of 
our scheme of public improvement, and in other 
enterprises of a nationl character—while contribut- 
ing at the same time to the general prosperity. What - 
ever other argument may justly be urged against a 
proper public measure, the argument of economy, 
in a country as wealthy as this, is not a sound one. 
The money taken from the pockets of the people is 
returned to them, through channels more or less 
direct, and in its passage to and fro it con- 
tributes to the national wealth and the national se- 
curity. It is like the moisture the benignant sun 
draws from the earth, or the great reservoir of 
waters, to return it in fertilizing showers, and to 
feed the streams that run their swift course again 
to the sea. 

A comparison of our experience with that of 
other countries would show, for example, that 
there is an enormous fallacy in the assertion that 
‘an expenditure on a, military establishment is 
wasted and tendsto bankruptcy. The countries 
that have been so long threatened by economists 





shown by it in meeting all engagements. 


with this result, because of their military expendi- 
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tures, are further from bankruptcy than they were 
a generation ago. France and Germany profit 
enormously by the exaction of universal military 
service, for it largely increases the industrial value 
ot the men trained in that best of all schools for 
developing character and physique, aad for pro- 
moting habits of order and regularity—the Army 
and Navy. Universal military service has created 
a united Germany and a united Italy out of ‘‘States 
discordant, dissevered, belligerent,” and itis helping 
to transform Russia from Muscovite barbarism, to 
European civilization. Where it has seemingly 
led a nation into financial difficulties it has be2n, 
as in the case of Italy, because of dishonest or in- 
competent administration. We are on the eve of 
great changes in this country, and we believe that 
they are in the direction of a higher appreciation 
of the value of military service and military train- 
ing. Let the Army and Navy resolve in this hour of 
good resolutions for the fature, to be true to them 
selves, and to their best traditions, and all will go 
well. In unity and unselfish devotion to the 
highest ideals lies their path of security, and not 
in individual self-seeking. 


RETIREMENTS IN THE ARMY AND NAVY. 


SECRETARY Lamont bas acted upon the report of 
the Retiring Board in the case of Oaptain Joshua A. 
Fessenden, Fifth Artillery, which recommended his 
retirement. The retirement of Captains Fessenden 
and Zalinski will make room in the Fifth Artillery 
for two of the additional second lieutenants, unas- 
signed, and will result in the promotions of two first 
lieutenants and two second lieutenants. 

President Cleveland will bave an unusual number 
of appointments to make in the staffof the Army 
during the year becau:e of the retirement of officers 
now fast approaching the limit fixed by law for 
service on the active list. The retirement of Lieu- 
tenant Colonel George B. Dandy, of the Quarter 
master’s Department, Feb: uary 11 will afford officers 
of the line another opportunity to contest for a staff 
appointment. This will be followed in the Quarter- 
master’s Department by the retirement of Major 
Ez a B, Kirk August 8, Colonel Ohas. H. Tomp- 
kins September 12 and Colonel Joba G. Uhandier 
December 31. On March 13, Major John H. Bar- 
tholf, of the Medical Department, also retires. June 
7, an officer of the Pay Corps retires, Major 
James R. Rocbe, and on June 28, Colonel Bernard 
J. D. Irwin, Medical G@orps, also retires. In the 
Subsistence Department there will be but one retire- 
ment, that of Lieutenant Colonel J. P. Hawkins, 
who goes out on September 29. The retirement 
of Major Roche will provide for an ap- 
pointment in the Pay Corps, and the two re- 
tirements in the Medical Corps will make room 
for two vacancies to be filled from civil life. It is 
believed the President will follow his former policy 
in making appointments in the Pay Oorps from the 
Army, and that vacancies will be filled by transfer- 
ring officers from some other branch of the Service. 
In the artillery arm of the Service there will be one 
Tetirement, that of Lieutenant Colonel Loumis L. 
Langdon, First Artillery, who goes out October 25. 
Major Thomas E. Rose, Eighteenth Infantry, retires 
March 12, Colonel Matthew M. Blunt, Sixteenth In- 
fantry, August 13, Major Charles Bentzoni, First 
Infantry, October 11 and Oaptain Alex. B. 
MacGowan, Twelfth Infantry, December 16. No 
retirements take place in the Engineers or Cavalry. 

During the coming year there will be a larger 
number of retirements among high ranking officers 
of the Navy than have occurred for many years. 
Nearly all the rear admirals will retire, and there 
will be in consequence many changes in the grade 
of commodore. The first to go out will be Rear Ad- 
miral G. E. Belknap, at present President of the 
Trial Board, who retires January 22. Admiral 
Belknap’s retirement creates a vacancy for Commo- 
dore J. G. Walker who now heads the list. Follow- 
ing on April 10 will be the retirement of Rear Ad- 
miral Benham, now commanding the South Atlan- 
tie Station, who makes room for Commodore F. M. 
Ramsay. Five days later Admiral Jobn Irwin, com- 
manding the Pacific Station, retires, when Oommo- 
dore Skerritt advances to the highest grade, and on 
July 26 Commodore Fyffe gives up active service. 
Commodore Henry Erben, commanding the 
European Station, retires September 6. Then on 











November 10 comes the retirement of the present 
senior“officer of the Navy, Admiral Bancroft 
Gherardi. Admiral Greer thus by* the end of 
the year becomes the senior officer “on ‘the active 
list, where he will remain until February 28, 1895. 








REFERRING to the statement of a conipany com- 
mander which we last week quoted, that “The post 
mess is the end ot all learning to cook in a com- 
pany, and will be the destruction of the efficienty 
of the U. S. Army for field service in the future,” a 
veteran post commander says: ‘ Why this should be 
so is difficult to understand. Orders require at 
posts, where post messes exist, that detachments 
sball from time to time be placed in the field, or 
camp, to cook and handlethe ration. To do this it 
1s not necessary to leave the post. In addition at 
a well-regulated post mess the assistant cooks are 
relieved at the end of every month, thus returning 
to duty in one year twelve cooks from a troop, com- 
pany or battery. These may not be first-class 
cooks, but with the head cook, who will go into the 
field, they w'll be competent to do field cooking. As 
to the handling of the ration after the first ten days 
no trouble will follow. Field cooking and rations 
are entirely different from those in garrison. You 
have only one or two bakers ina garrison, so you 
might as well claim the destruction of the efficiency 
of any organization going into the field. There is 
too much kicking against orders, which, if carried 
out as required, will result in good. The post mess 
is an improvement—all men are fed equally well 
or badly at the same post, thus removing a fruitful 
source of complaint which otherwise exists. Men 
bave uniform meal hours; are not allowed to sit in 
shirt sleeves, nor grab for food, and under the 
presence of the officer of the day, are obliged to 
behave as gentlemen, and can submit any com- 
plaints at the time for remedy, or report to the 
post commander. How many troop messes are 
supervised at each meal by an officer? I wait fora 
reply. None. How many men dare complain toa 
ist sergeant about meals? They dare not, but at 
a post they are independent of the captain or ist 
sergeant and get theirrights. The captains, not the 
men, are the kickers against the post mess system.” 








THE formal presentation to the city of New York 
of the bronze bust of Gen. Winfield Ssott Hancock, 
U.S. A., Which has been erected in Hancock Park, 
at the intersection of Manhattan and St. Nicholas 
avenues, was made Dec. 30 in the Governor's Room 
of the City Hall. A large delegation of W. S. Han- 
cock Post, No. 259, G. A. R., under whose auspices 
the ceremony was conducted, were present. They 
brought with them the tattered guidon flag which 
was used by Gen. Hancock in the many engagements 
through which he passed. Gen. Horace Porter made 
the presentation speech, and he paid a high tribute 
to the departed soldier, saying: *“*‘ His name bas be- 
come a household word, and he little needs a monu- 
mentto preserve his memory. His fame will re- 
main when epitapbs ahall have faded, and even 
bronze itself melted away.’ Mayor Gilroy grace- 
fully responded. Among those present were Mr- 
Oliver D. Russell, whose sister was Gen. Hancock’s 
wife; Hancock Griffin, a grand-nephew of Gen. 
Hancock; Mrs. Bessie Frost of Chicago, and Mrs, 
Griffin, nieces of Gen. Hancock; Gen. W. D. Whip- 
ple, U. 8. A., and others, and many representatives 
of the Grand Army of the Republic. 








AN Illinois Veteran in a letter to Congressman 
Cummings, who is himself a veteran of the war, has 
evolved the brilliant proposition that the pensioners 
relieve our impoverished Government of the burden 
of naval construction by each sending his mid- 
summer check every other year to the Secretary of 
the Navy until .350,000,000 ie thus raised. He says: 
“ The Secretary, in the meantime, as fast as he gets 
the money, can order the construction of twelve 
ships of the lowa type, in addition to those now in 
the course of construction. The veterans who thus 
aid our nation are to have no favor or emoluments 
for this patriotic act, but may be placed ona special 
roll of honor kept for that purpose in the Govern- 
ment archives.”’ This is very generous and patri- 
otic, but we fear the result of such a movement 
would be like that said to have followed an attempt 
to attract the attention of the man in the moon by 
getting all the inhabitants of the earth to shout to- 
gether. When the time came each one held his or 
her breath to listen, except one deaf old woman in 
Kamschatka. We can assure this worthy comrade 
that all the veterans heartily sympathize with his 
project, but they are waiting for him to send in the 
first check. 
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Prorsssor Ira N. Hovis, late of the Navy, bu 
now of Harvard University, was in Washington 
las} week on business connected with his work at 
the University, and to renew the friendsbips of for- 
mer days. Professor Hollie returned to Boston on 
Wednesday of the present week.

ated by the lofty and patriotic spirit that animates 
them all.”’ ? 











SECRETARY HERBERT has gone beyond any of 
bis predecessors in his rigid interpretation of 
Navy Regulation No. 235, relating to the 
publication of information. He has decided that 
the regulation erpplies to writing of any sort, 
or upon any subject, so that recently an officer who 
was desirous of trying his fortune as a novel writer 
firat got permission from the Naval Secretary to go 
on with his work. The regulation in question for- 
bide, among other things, the communication in in- 
terviews, private letters, or other wise, except as re- 
quired by official duty of any information concern- 
ing the acts or measures of any officer acting under 
any department of the Government. Ifthe regula- 
tion is to be thus rigidly coostrued officers will need 
to bave a care how they communicate to their wives 
or sweethearts any information, oral or written, 
concerning their own movements or those of their 
fellowes, as they are all of them officers acting un- 
der some department of the Government. 








Tue chaplains have taken up the defence of Gen- 
eral Schotield against the attack made upon him by 
a fanatical temperance paper, which asserted that 
he exercised arbitrary authority to deprive them of 
free speech. Post Cnaplain Ritoer, on duty at Fort 
Keogh, joins with Chaplain Pierce in the statement 
that the War Department bas not manifested the 
“slightest tendency to curtail our right of speech 
within the limits of our legitimate affairs."" In con- 
cluding his letter Chaplain Ritner says: ‘In the 
matter of lawand order the advantages are mani- 
festly on the military side of the question, As to the 
official conditions of Arty service, the only en- 
forced silence or fear of arrest, Court-martial, and 
dismissal which can come to an officer, is that which 
may become necessary when one has intermeddled 
with matters which «hould not concern him because 
they neither pertain to his duties, nor is he respon- 
sivle for their existence and consequences.” The 
cbaplains, as every one knows, are subjected to pre- 
cisely such restrictions as otber officers and no more, 
and these restrictions are embodied in the statute 
law forthe government of the Army as expressed 
in Army Regulations. 





Tue Brooklyn Standard-Union is making itself 
unnecessarily unhappy because the Miantonomoh 
bas been ordered to sea. It says: “ Any one who 
has ever seen the Atiantic Ocean face to face in a 
winter gale knows the ordering of an iron tub, with 
a freeboard of eighteen inches, to tumble in the 
widst of tremendous seas, is taking very ugly risks 
and terrible responsibilities.”’ It would be well for 
our Brooklyn contemporary to extend its inquiries 
into the history of the monitors. Assistant Secretary 
of the Navy Gustavus V. Fox, who was an old salt, 
and bad weathered many a gale, did not hesitate to 
send one of the monitors around Cape Horn to San 
Francisco, and himeelf crossed the Atlantic Ocean 
in the Miantonomoh. And stout-hearted Admiral 
Jobn Rogers, who took a monitor out into one of 
the heaviest gales that ever blew along our Southern 
Coast,gave enthusiastic expression to bis admiration 
for her as a sea boat. All of chis we have said before, 
but there is a new crop of alarmists born every day.

FIFTY-THIRD CONGRESS, 


Practically nothing of interest to either the Army 
or the Navy has been done in Congress this week. 
Neither of the Senate Committees held sessions on 
their regular meeting days and the House Com- 
mittee have devoted their time exclusively to the 
preparation of the appropriation bills. The House 
committee on Military§affairs has nearly completed 
the preliminary work ou the Military appropriation 
bill and will soon be ready to hear heads of bureaus 
in the War Pepartmentin rexard to their estimates, 
The House Committee on Naval affairs on Tours- 
Gay continued the hearing of Commodore Sampson 
in regard to the appropriations for the Ordnance 
buresu. The aggregate amount carried by the 
Naval anpropriation bill this vear will be about 
$20,411,500 which will be about $5,200 more than was 
appiopriated last year. The membors of the com- 
mittee bave felt called upon, owing to the depleted 
condition of the treasury, to leave out of the bill 
some items that they would have been very glad to 
have putinit. Nothing bas yet been decided as to 
the provision for newships. The committee is very 
much in favor of continuing the building up of the 
Navy on a liberal ecale and will certainly bring in 
a bill providing for one or more new yerse's of some 
character. They are not, however, very bopeful of 
being able to get a provision for new ships through 
the House. They are afraid that whatever is done 
in this direction will have to be done by a Senate 
amendment to their bill. 

The House Committee on Naval Affairs, at its 
meeting on friday, took up the Holman resolution 
relating tv the payments of premiums of horse 
power and speed in naval vessels, Mr. 
Charles 1}. Cramp, of the firm of Cramp and Sons, 
Commodore Hichborn, Chief Constructor, and 
Commodore Melville, Chief of the Buresu of Steam 
Evugineering appeared before tae committee. Toney 
ull advocated the continuance of the premium sys- 
tem as being to the advantage of the Government in 
insuring better vessels than could be obtained under 
any other system. 

BILLS INTRODUCED. 


8S. 1374, Mr. Manderson (by request). To encour- 
age toe study of elementary military science and 
tactics at institutions of learning in the United 
States, Provides for the detail for a four years’ tour 
of 129 officers of the Army forthiaduty. One-half 
of tnem from the retired list, six officers, prefer- 
ablv from the retired list, not above the grade of 
mr jor, are 10 serve as inspectors under direction of 
the Inspector General. Ordnance and ordoance 
stores, camp and garrison equipage, and cadet uni- 
forms are to be furnished to the schools coming un- 
der the provisions of the act, and the rules of the 
Military Academy are to be applied to the cadets. 
Preference is to be givenin appointments to the 
Military Academy to these cadets, and to the en- 
listed men of the Army. 


A BILL to premote the efficiency of the Naval Militia. 

Be it enocted by the Senate and House of Representatives of 
the United States of America in Congress assembled, Tost 
the Secretary ol toe Navy be, avd is nereby, authorized 
and empowerea to furnish to any State, upon the written 
application of the Governor thereof, a vezsel of the Navy, 
to be selected from such vessels as are not suitable or re- 
quired !or general service, together with such of her ap- 
parel, cb rts, books and instruments of navigation as he 
may deem proper; said vessel to be used only by the regu- 
larly orgauized paval militia of the State for the purposes 
of drill and instruction; Provided, that when the organ:za- 
tion of the naval militia ot such state shall be abandoned, 
or when the interests of the paval service shall so require, 
such vesse!, together wich ber apparel, charts, books and 


instruments ot navigation, shall be immediately restored 
to the custody of the Secretary of the Navy. 

S$. 1367, Davis. That the senior major-general 
of the Arawy, while commanding the Army ot the United 
States, suall bave the renk of a lieutenant-general and shall 
be entitied to the same pay and emoluments of that grade, 
and tothe selectionof the same personal staff with the 
raph, pay, aod emoluments as heretofore tixed by law, and 


on bis retirement, by virtue of exiating lawa,stuli be ea- 
titled to toe retired pay of a lieu'enant-general. 

H. R. 4953, Wheeler, of Alabama, That when 
soldiers belonging to the Corps of Eagineers, organ ized in 
tactical bocies and suitably armed tor cornbatant du’ y, 
shall meet and do duty together with troopsof any other 
corps or arm of the Service, the officer highest in rank in 
command of sueh troops, whether of engineers, Cavairy, 
artillery, or infantry, shall command the whole.

TO CURE DESERTION., 
To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal : 


To leesen the evil of desertion, as I noticed ina 
Washington despatch in Jast Sunday’s Herald, an 
officer of a Southern station recommends “heroic 
treatment.” He has pot made known what this 
consists of, but 1 would venture to say that it comes 
close in its meaning to the “firing” bodily, without 
trial or detention, of every de-erter whois appre- 
hended or surrenders, unless he has been guilty of 
some other off-nce, and sought to escape justice by 
deserting the flag heswore allegiance to. A deserter 
is no earthly good, He is generally as useless io 
ciyil as he bas been worthless in Army life. Let us 
see where his yalue cones in, aud woy he should 
have the “sympathy of those outsidethe Army.”" A 
man enlists, receives pay from, is well fed and 
clothed by the Government, notwitbstanding which 
he deserts without even the faintest cause. A month, 
perhaps a Jittie more, has passed, when he surrend- 
ers. ‘‘Troubled 2onscience”’ the reason ? Ob, no; but 
because be was too lazy to “hustle” a living on the 
outside. Does not this fact clearly prove his worth- 
lessness both as a cit'zen and a soldier? An “ appre- 
hended”’ deserter differs from one who surrenders 
only in showing that he endeavors to or can earn a 
living. Fire them in “double time’’ whenever they 
show up, exception the case cited. lt iaa punish. 
ment fitting the offence, in the sense tbat it is the 
very bardest that can be imposed on such worthless 
fellows, and about the best way to lessen materially 
desertion.

Dept., the Chiefs of the Record ang Peu- 
sion Office of the War Dept. (a colone!), aiues-de-camp, aod 
regimental adjts. The aiguilette is worn on the right 
shculder knot, the loop crc esed on top the right arm above 
the elbow and tbe cords fastened, before butioning, to the 
top and second button on the right side of the coar. The 
aiguilette instead of being permanently attached to the 
shoulder knot may be made separate, 80 as to be attached 
tothe coat or knot underneath the knot, by means of a 
strap or tongue passing through the lower fastenings of 
the knot. 

L. B.—The regulations specifically direct that the 
candidate shall be examined in the “drill reguiations” of 
the arm from which be is selected. Light batteries belong 
to the artillery arm of the Seryice, therefore a light bat- 
tery candidate might be examined in heavy artillery as 
wll a8 light, but doubtiess the examination would not be 
very exhaustive. Commissioned officers, however, shoula 
be all ’round men in their profession, and know sometbing 
ot allarms, for no one can say what will bappen in times 
of active service; an artillery officer might bave to teke 
command of cavelry;a cavalry officer of infantry, and so 
forth. So our advice is, acquire as muchas possible of the 
three arme, and if still time is left on your bands, tackle 
the staff departments. 

G. O. asks: Major C. B. Throckmorton, an officer 
of ibe Army bas been appointed by the city authoriries of 
New York a Deputy Street Commissioner with a salary ot 
$2500a year. I contend this appointment cannot be made 
legally, but a friend of mine,a lawyer, seys itcan, What 
do you say? ANs—It would appear tbat Mejor 
Tbrockmorton bas, by bis own act in accepting a 
civil cfice, severed his connection with the Army. 
Section 1222 of the Revised Statutes prevides that 
“no officer of the Army on the active l'st soli bold any 
civil office, whetber by election or appointment, and every 
such officer who accepts or exercises the cunctions ol a civil 
officer, sba!l chereby cease to be an officer of the Army, and 
bis commission shall be thereby vacated.” The question ot 
what constitutes a civil office has been frequently passed 
upon by the courts, and the aecisione are general that 
‘every office is considered public, the duties ot which con- 
cernthe public.” It has been heid that commi-sioners to 
ley out a roed are public officers, (People v. Hays, 7 How. 
(N. Y.), p. 248. Woods Case, 2 Cow. (N. Y., 29.) It bes aiso 
been aecided that “any public charge, empicy ment, or Cc n- 
tinuing duty defined by rules prescribed tor tbe »ppointee 
by the Government and not by contract constitutes a civil 
Cfice within the meaning of Sec. 1222. United States v. 
Maurier, 2 Bwck, 96. i

Naval Militia. 


Tue following letter has been addressed to Mr. 
Cummings, representative of Congress from New 
York, who tekes a warm interestin everything re- 
lating to the Naval Militia:

Hon. Amos J. Cummings, House of Representatives: 

My DEAR =1R: When we came to this offics we 
found that it nad been the practice of the Depart- 
ment to place certain vessels not fit for use for 
practical purposes, some of them about to be con- 
demned, and others requiring extensive repairs be- 
fore being fitted to go in commission under the tem- 
porary control of some of the States for the uses of 
their Naval Militia. Marters appertaining to this 
branch of the Service baving beep placed by the 
Secretary under my direction since coming here, [ 
ordered one of the old-time monitors to North 
Carolina for the uses of the militia of that State, in 
addition to those already placed temporarily in con- 
trol of otrer States. 

We now. have before us requests from Pennsyl- 
vania, California, Washington, and will, undoubt- 
edly, in the near future, receive similar requests 
from other States asking that such ships be loaned 
to them. 

1 have come tu the conclusion, after examiration, 
that there is no authority under existing law as to 
our right for the placing of these shins under State 
control, even for the purpose specified; while on 
the other hand the Department is exceedingly de- 
sirous to do so if it could be assured of its power 
in the premises. The ships to be loaned would in 
no wise impair the efficiency of the Navy, and in- 
deed in some Cases are those so completely over the 
dead-line as to repairs that we would not think, un- 
less in the greatest emergencies, of fitting them for 
commission, and they can, therefore, without the 
slightest impairment of our force, and indeed with 
the greatest possible advantage in the way of build- 
ing up & naval reserve and meeting the require- 
ments of the thousands of volunteer sailors ali over 
the country, be placed for the time being at the dis- 
posal of the States requesting them. 

in order to avoid auy possible question as to the 
legal right of the Department to put these vessels 
temporarily in the eontrol of the State autoorities, [ 
think it best tosubmit the following act, and will 
eateem it a favor if you will introduce it and en- 
deavor to have it acted upon as soon as possible. 
{Tue act referred to will be found under the head- 
ing of Congress.—EvIror ] 

I think it may be safely said that in the near fu- 
ture we will oave requests for this class of vessels 
from nesriyali the S:ates bordering on the Atlantic 
and P cific Coasts and Gulf waters.

NEW YORK NATIONAL GUARD, 

Report of Inspector General McGrath, with critical 
comments upon each regiment, battalion and 
company. 

THE annual report of the Inspector-General of the 
State of New York, dated Dec. 31, 1893,is an un- 
usually interesting and ivetructive review of the 
condition of the State troops, giving, as it does, full 
details of each company, troop and battery, as well 
as of the several regiments and battalions. The total 
force reported is 14,049, one-half that of the Regular 
Army, viz., 107 cavalry, 392 artillery, 12,034 infantry, 
88 Signal Corps and 428 Naval Militia. We givehere 
the substance of the [nspector-General's report on 
each organization. 

Troop A, Cart. Chas. F. Roe,—Inspected dismounted. The 


very neat, soldierly appearance of the troop wasin accord 
with the reputa‘ion achieved by them. Everything iu con- 
nection with the organ aition indicates the guidance of a 
soldier, All otlicers, pn -n-commissioned officers and troop-

The companies, usiform in 
numbers, vary 89 little in their soldierly apoearance, as to 
make it almost impossible to discriminate in criticism, 
Practica'ly a maximum 10 company regiment, excellent in 
drill, discipline, and efficiency, it is to-day theonly National 
Guard orcanization prepared forthe formutior of a regi- 
ment of 12 companies, as now provided for by law.”

Company A, Capt. Alfred W. Barthelmess.—The military 
appearance of the company can be very much imoroved 
with only a little care. The general condition of the con- 
pany is fair, and it has the material to make it very good, 

Company B, Capt. Arthur M. Tompkins.—The condition 
of thiscompany as presented for inspection is not satis- 
tactory. Habitual absentees should be got rid of. 

C mpany C, Capt. Charlies 8. Carscal:an,—Twenty-three 
men absent from an evening inspection 1s positive evidence 
of a very lax condition of affairs. It is impossible fora 

com pany to be in any degree efficient wit such a iarge list 
of delinquents. Itis better to get rid of 20 worthiess men 
and build up on a substantial foundation. With the excep- 
tion ef one man, the company was clean. The variety of 
white collars worn is not military; have them positively 
upiform, or none, 

Company D, Capt. John D. Walton.—It is a pleasure to 
note the tuct thata company is clean. Co. D was,in this 
respect, by far the best in the Ist Battalion, The only thing 
which depreciated the soldierly a»oearance was the variety 
of styles of white collars worn. There is evidence of care 
and pride ip this company, 

Company E, Capt. Harry L. Dessar.—The company pre- 
sented a very untidy appearance: in fact the quar'ermaster- 
sergeant was the only clean appearing man iu the company. 
Itis useless toexpect good military results from a company 
ip this condition, 

Company F, Capt. W. Wolcott Marks —It is no gratifica- 
tion to an 1ospector to be obliged to note a condition such 
as exists in this compony. Soiled brasses are not worn by 
good soldiers. Civanliness costs nothing, and must be ex. 
acted, it is the foundation of discipline, A company that 
is not neat, is not efficient. Tunis company has been fre - 
quently very much better presented. 

Company G, Capt. Washington Wilicocks.—This company 
requires only a little perseverance to better its condition, 
and make it very <00d in appearance. One or two dirty or 
careless men should be disciplined or got rid of. Tne good 
percentage present and the general appearance of the com. 
pany are to be commended, 

Company H, Capt. Jerome B, Stisby.—Military app >ar- 
ance marred by the variety of white collars wors, many 
poorly fitted coats,and rusty looking beitsand boxes, This

Company I, Capt. Charlies E. Kob!berger.—There were pre- 
seuted 10 this company 'wo distinc’ types, 8 me very neat, 
soldierly appearing men; and others just the reverse, It 
must be repulsion to a tidy soldier that be bas to apoear ia 
the ranks with the sinven, Atteation was called last year to 
the large gumber of absentees, but no imorovement ap- 
pears. Get rid of men who do no duty, and those woo are 
not clean. 

Company K, Capt. Wau. H. Truman.—Except for three 
untioy, slouchy mon, the company would have madeu 
clean inspection. Credit is due the 37 men who had pride in 
themeelves, and in their comp iny, and appeared as soldiers 
sbould. Why not get rid of dirty men? 

The appearance of the battalions at formation was good, 
vareful inspection, however, revealed in certain companies 
carelessness and neglect, This wa3 noticeable in Cos. B, E 
and F. Cos. D and K were the neatest in the regiment, the 
former being very creditably presepced. Altogether I do 
not think the regiment shows material improvement, as 
compared with last insoection, Toe variety of white collara 
is very unmilitary. There are vacanc'es for eight 24 lieu.

Company F, Capt. James Watson Gerard, Jr.—Sinve the 
last auoual inspection, this company nas lost ali its officers. 
The present captain nas been in commigsion only a few 
months, and there ar+ no lieutenan's. These circumstances 
will account, in some me.sure perhaps, tor the present in- 
terior general condition of the company. There were in 
the ranks many airty, unsoldie:ily men. For these there 
can be no excuses. 

Company G, Capt. George R. Dyer.—Tae two new commis- 
sivneu othcers seem to be doing good work, und the immedi. 

Ics mili- 
tary coudition is moderately good. 
Company H, Capt. Washington Content.—A large, thriving 
cowpuoy,communded by a haraworking, euergetic captain, 
The military bearing and appearance of the men, and their 
stead ness and discipline under arms, rm quire the best efforts 
of tbe captain. Taere seems to be material hore foran ex- 
cellent commany. 

Company 1, Capt. Thomas Denny, Jr.—This company is in 
poor wilitary condition,and requires the immediate and 
best energies of its new captain tu bring it into a creditable 
Btete.

. Company E, Cavt. Ricbard B. Constantine.—The smallest 
compuoy in the National Guard, and it will require the de- 
voted work of every officer and man to piace it in a sub- 
stantial position.

Thre men now enlisted need to brush upand «lean. 

Company F, Capt. Jos. R. K. Barlow.—Tbey who bad pride 
enougb in tbemselves, xud respect for the company and 
regiment to appear peat were in a Jarge minority.

Company I, Capt. Frederick L. Holmes.—An excellent com. 
pans; in tice military condition. 

Company K, Capt. David K. Case.—A fine company; in first 
class military conditioa. 

Substantial and noteworthy improvement in the general 
condition of the regiment is apparent, and particularly in 
the steadiness and discipline of the companies. Alchough 
many of the companies are in excellent,aodin some in. 
stances in higbly creditable, military condition, there are, 
nevertheless, companies that have fallen below tne high 
standard that the regiment itse/t bas established. The ap- 
pearance and bearing of the non-commissioned officers 
throuchout the regiment is particularly wood. In the for. 
mation of the 24 Battalion, the provisions of Drill Regula- 
tions 253 were ignored. 





47TH REGIMENT (BROOKLYN), COLONEL JOHN G. EDDY. 


Company A, Capt. Hervey C. Lyon.—Excepting careless 
adjustment of knapsacks, indifferent overcoat rolis and 
some unsteadiness in ranks—the latter defect being in- 
excusable—this company made a creditable inspection, 
Better instruction in the position of the piece at port arms 
should be given. Improvement may, I think, be confident. 
ly anticipated in this command, 

Company B, Capt. Wm. L. Fish.—The general condition of 
this Company is good, and had it not been for the careless- 
ness—seeming!y inevitable—of a few indifferent men, would 
have been rated excellent. 

Company D, Capt. Frederick G, Peoble.—The military ap- 
Pearunuce avd condition of this large company are very 
creditable, and show that the captain has been to work to 
some purpose, Like many other commanding officers, how- 
ever, he suffers half a dozen shiftless, slovealy men to re- 
duce the general standing and raticg of bis command, 
Company &, Capt. Hewlings H,. Quick—Ia the general ap- 
pearauce uf this company and in ail the details that tend to 
make a good military command, I found but little to criti- 
cise,and nothing to find fault with, Indications of care 
and good work were to be found on all sides, and the com- 
pany is in exceilent condition. For this the captain is de- 
serving of commendation. 

Company F, Capt. Michael J. Colligan.—This company is 
now iuily vilicered. But the officers have a great deal of 
hard work before them in order to put the company ioto 
acceptabie military condition. During the coming drill 
season these new men—and the old ones too—snould be 
taught the elementary traits of good sol liers. 
Company G, Capt. George E. Libbey.—Tbe military ap- 
pearance uf the individual members of this compaanv is un- 
even and disappointing, and cleariy indicates tne waat of 
that vigilant care on the part of the officers without which 
a good company can hardly be looked for. Loose discipline 
and upsteadiness—the usual accompaniments of indifferent 
soldierly appearance—were to be found here also, The com- 
pany is deficient in instruction as well. 
Company I, Capt. Henry G. Barthman.—The organization 
of this company is very defective. Tne captain has not 
been in command long, but he should at once and above 
everything else look to the organization and discipline of 
hiscommand. In such matters he ought to seek the advice 
and assistance of the major. As to general military appear- 
orang and cleanliness the condition of the company is only 
air. 
Company K,Capt. Joseph Hart.—This company can easily 
be raised to vetter condition, and, baving tnree officers, tne 
desired improvement may, I think, be reasonabiy looked 
for and brought about without delay. Unsteadiness under 
arms should be corrected, discipline made stric er and bet- 
ter iostruction imparted. 
The field, staff, and non-commissioned staff looked well 
and soldierly, excepting the snowy outfit of the band 
leader, Commendable promptness was snown in the for- 
mations, and io jine the command showed to advantage. 





The colonel eviaces much interest in his regiment; and he 
personally attended the inspecting officer throughout the 
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jieutenant colonel was alsoin attendance, and willingly 
made netes for future action. The regiment has substan- 
tially improved since the last inspection, and is, speaking 
generally, in good serviceable condition. The unevenness 
jn the state of the companies, which was remarked last 
year, still continues, and the regimental and battalion com- 
manders way profitably devote careful attention to Co. F. 
Capt. Colligan; to Co, G, Capt. Libbey, and, perhaps to one 
ortwo other companies, The rifles are cleaner than they 
were last year, but are not clean yet. The armorer is paid 
for this work, and should be requiredto doit more thor- 
ougbly. 

There are indications that marked improvement may con- 
fidently be looked for in this regiment before the next an- 
nual inspection. 





TisT REGIMENT (N. ¥. CITY), COL. FRANCIS VINTON GREENE. 


Company A, Capt. John H. Whittle.—Men were very 
steady during the inspection, and the company presented 4 
yery good general appearance. The non-commissioned 
officers were models of neatness. With tbe exception of 
ope map, equipments and uniforms ranged from fair to 
very good. If each corporal will see that bis squad always 
appears as be did, the company would be beyond adverse 
criticism as regards soldierly appearaoce. 

Company B, Capt. Clinton H. Smith.—OCo. B, as usual, pre- 
septea &@ veat appearance. Ali that is lacking is finish. 
Clean brasses should be made to glitter. Men were re- 
markably steady during the inspection. *“Esprit-de-corps” 
and tbrift are clearly indicated. 

Company C, Ist Lieut. Lioyd West Francis.—With the ex- 
ception of a few loose belts, the dress and equipment of the 
compaby was neat. Belts and boxes must be cared for and 
kept in good condition. 

Company D, Capt, Wm. C. Clark.—Generally clean. There 
are a lew men who injure the appearance or the company; 
po organization can claim excellence unless absolute ly clean 
and neat. A few men in the company who were notin 
proper shap* must be made to do better. 

Company F, Capt. James Hollis Wells.—This company 
sbows a loss in the aggregate of 1l as compared with last 
muster. In all otber conditions, improvement is noted. 
With the exception of two men, the company was neat, and 
evidences of thrirty are apparent. 

Company G, Capt. I. Jones Cobin.—General appearance of 
the company was good. Ose musician very dirty, and 
should be dikcbarged at once. Only clean men are allowed 
in the National Guard. The left guide of the company was 
a model of neatness, and as he appeared, so should the en- 
tirecompany. Thirty-one privates is just the minimum of 
acompany. 

Company H, Capt. Philip 8. Tiléen.—The general appear- 
ance of the company was military. Neatness prevailed. 
There are many men, however, who cap, and must, do bet- 
ter. A little more pride, and a little more determination, 
will accomplish wonders. One man, whose name I emitted 
to ask, was particularly neat. 

Company I, Capt. Waido Sprague.—In this company _ were 
mapy very clean and neat men; a few were models, On the 
other band, there were those who appeared in strcng con- 
trast. Boxes and belts somewhat rusty. The commanding 
officer is energetic, and no one knows better than he how a 
company of soldiers should appear. 

Company K. Capt. Frank Keck.—This company is made up 
of men who sbould consider it their pride to always appear 
peat in dress ana ¢quipment. This is important and neces- 
sary for the proper military appearance of a company of 
soldiers. Without it, there is no prosperity. 

The changes have all tended to improve the condition of 
the regiment. Discipline is better, and military appearance 
much improved. Considering the unsightiy and uncomfort- 
abie armory, and the inconvenieot and unsuitable company 
quarters, it is creditable to all concerned that improvement 
is noted. More interest on the part of company officers as to 
the care and condition of equipments, and the personal 
neatness of the men, will produce astill greater im prove- 
ment. This can beat be accomplished by permanent squad 
formations, and bolding all corporals respoasible for the 
condition of the men in their squads. 





NAVAL MILITIA—IST BATTALION, COMDR. JACOB W. MILLER, 


tst Division, Lieut. Robert Pierpont Forshew.—Presented 
& Very Deal appearance at inspection. Uniforms generally 
very well fitted, and in excellent condition. The creditable 
work done by this division on Aug, 31, duriog the night 
march from Bay Shore to Cold Spring Harbor, is com- 
mended for its success. 

2d Divison, Lieut. Samuel Dana Greene.—Arms, uniforms 
and accoutrements, neat and in serviceable condition. Drill 
snappy and creditable. Tbe work of the division on the an 
nual cruise, particularly with the use of the 1 pdr. Hotchkiss 
gun at target practice, was commenaable. 

3d Division, Lt. Wm. Butler Duncan, Jr.—Very neat inap- 
pearance. Clothing and ¢quipmeots well cared for aud ser- 
viceable. Drill full of lifeand creditabie. During the an. 
nual cruise the practice of this division with the ‘Lee” rifle 
and large guns was done with credit. 

4th Division, Lt. Wm. H. Stayton.—Very neatly presented 
fur inspection. Arms, uniforms and equipments servicea- 
bie and well cared for. Drill very good. Tne march from 
Oyster Bay to Cold Spring Harbor Aug. 30, and the topo- 
graphical map made from notes taken duriag the march, 
are evidence of intelligent and interested work, 
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The battslion occupiesas anarmory the old OU. 8. ship 
ew Hampshire, which has been suitably fitted by the au- 
thorities of New York City, and is comfortable and adapted 
for the purpose. All parts of thesbip were found to be 
clean and well cared for. Arms, uniforms apd accouter- 
ments all serviceable, and in dorder. The appearance 
of the battalion was neat, and the drill after inspection in 
every way creditable. There is a decided snap in all move- 
m epte that is refreshing. The work done is to be commended. 
e Lieutenant James M. Angle.— 
Tbe quarters are ogg 4 adapted for the purpose of an 
armory, and very little instruction in the work that per- 
tains to the seaman can be imparted. All that can be done 
is to assimilate the routine of sbip’s work, without the sem 
anse of the sbip. Under the conditions, tbe drill was cred- 
able. 

2d Separate Division, Lt. Bdward N. Walbridge,—Quarter- 
ed 10 the State armory, with the Ist and 8th Separate Cos. of 
tbe National Guard, which is unsuitable for the Naval Mi- 
litia service. For the purpose of drill after ins: ion, the 
armory floor was laid out to represent the spar deck of the 
U. 8. 8. San Francisco, with Nos. 2 ang 3.6in. guns, main bat- 
tery, and starboard and port 6 pors., and etarboard and port 
Gatlings on forward bridge; lst and 2d whale bats and 3d 
cutter. The drill representing the manning of boats and 
oa ae snappy, and, under the circumstances, well per- 

ormed, 

During the inspection it was my pleasure and privilege to 
be accompanied by Capt. Buckingham, U. 8, N., and admit- 
ting wy own unfamiliarity with the work of a manof war's 
crew, I invited bim tocriticise and correctany errors. Heas- 
sured me at thetermipnation of the inspection that the gen- 
eral appearance of the men and the drill were in every way 
creditable, and that the work of thecommanding othcer was 
in the right direction. Comdr. Miller is entitied to ail credit 
for the results so far attained. He is an indefatigabie 
worker, and devoted to the interests of bis battalion. 

The lst and 2d Separate Divisions, Nava! Militia, located 
at Rochester, are made up of young men who are entbusi- 
astic in their work, and ambitious to improve, but are band. 
icapped for want of proper facilities. It would seem to me 
quite as ridiculous to undertake to instruct, and make ca- 
pable, a trooper without the aid of a horse, as to reoder in 
any degree efficient asailor without aship. A building 
might be erected op the banks of the Genesee River whicn 
could be constructed to assimilate a sbip,and thus good 
theoretical work could be instructed. I think one division, 
in any event, ali sufficient for this sectioa of the State. 

The reports of the officers of the U. 8. Navy, in connec- 
tion with the last cruise of the Nava) Militia, while not un- 
fair, or possibly not unjust, seem to me to be made from an 
incorrect standard. We do not claim for the seamwn of the 
several divisions of this service that knowledge of the work 
prescribed on shipboard which is known to the profes 
sional. We do not claim that the force * is ready and avail- 
able to completely man a sbip of war,” but we dociaim that 
they are susceptible to, and willing to receive, instruction, 
and that forthis purpose they were directed to take advan- 
tage of the ship offered by the Government for the purpose 
of instruction. I believe in outspoken, fair criticism, but 
invidious comparisons I do not favor. If it bad been con- 
sidered by the State that the knowledge of service approxi 
mated that of the trained and protessional seaman, the 
cruise would not nave been necessary, because officers and 
men would not then have been “ completely ignorant of the 
organization, duties, conditions and requirements of man- 
of- war life.” 

In contrast with the unfavorsble reports of Lieut. Comdr. 
Heald and Lieuts. Hunt and Fiske, it is a satisfaction to 
quote from the reperts of Admiral Benham and Capt. Wat- 
son of the flagship San Francisco. Both these officers are 
said “to thoroughly believe in the practicability of making 
good fighting crews out of the Naval rve men.” The 
fact remains that the officers and men waoo took part in the 
cruise on the San meisco worked hard, untiringly, and 
willingly, and did receive great benefit.

ACTS OF A DE FACTO OFFICER. 


Tue Judge Advocate General of New York, Al- 
met F. Jenks, has submitted to the Adjutant Gen- 
eral an opinion in the case of the appeal caken by 
2d Lieut. George M. Rose, Co. D, 74th Regt., from an 
election held on Oot. 18 last to fill the vacant office 
of captain of such company. We give the substance 
of the opinion, omitting the argument and the cita- 
tions of precedents: 

The facts stated in the notice of appeal are that the elec- 
tion in question was held pursuant to an order issued from 
the beacquarters of the 74th Regiment, under date of Oct. 
13, 1893, directing an election to beld to fill the office in 
question on Oct. 18, and designating Maj. Robt. M. Hardiog 
us the officer to preside at such election. It further appears 
that the election was beld at the time and place appointed, 
and tbat D. Paul Hughes received 29 of the votes cast, and 
Lieut, George M. Rose, the present appellant, received 
three votes. The ground of the appeal, as stated in the 
notice, is that the order “ pursuant to which the election 

was beld was issued without lawfu! authority, and is void,” 
for the reason that the present colonel of the regiment, 
George C. Fox, was chosen April 13, 1891, at which time the 
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inspection and muster, and showed familiarity with the 
condition and prospects of the several companies. The | WM 





regiment consistea of but seven companies, having a lieu - 
tenant -colonel and other officers, whi the’ stavute then in 
force req ujred that a regiment sbould consist of not 
than eigot nor more than twelve companies, and that a bat- 
talion sbould consist of not more than six nor less than four 
companies, to be commanded by a iieutenaat-eolonel. 
There is no question but Col. Fox caused due and timely 
notice to be given of the election appealed from, and desig- 
nated a proper officer who presided when it was held, The 
position taken by the appellant is that all these acts are 
Dull and the eiection by virtue of them 1s irregular because 
Col. Fox has no legal title to the office of colonel of the Tach 
Regiment. The argument is that as there were not eigut 
com papies in the organization when the election at which 
Col. Fox was chosen took place, on April 13, 1891, there was 
no “ regimeat™ in existence in contemplation uf law, aad 
consequently no such existing office as that of “ colonel of 
the 74(h Regiment” for which an election could then be 
held. [ao other worda, the appellant contends that there 
must be a de jure offive before a person assuming to exer- 
cise the authority of the office can be regarded as even a de 
Sacto officer. 

ic is a rule of general application that the question of the 
legal right tu a public office will not be tried or determined 
when collaterally presented. As to third parties theacts of 
the public officials wi!l be upheld, if the person performing 
the act was at the time an Officerde facto. Tais rule appiies 
as well to officers charged with the performance of duties 
relating to the conduct of elections as to other officiais, 

In the present case Col. Fox entered into the office of 
colonel of the 74th Regiment atter aa election had been held 
te fill the office and after be had received a commi+si>n is- 
sued at a time whea the 74'h Regiment cons sted of eight 
companies, and when the office of colonel could properiv ve 
filled. This commission on its face proceeds from proper au- 
thority. Under it Col. Fox assumed and for more than two 
years last past has been exercising cOmmand as colonel of 
the 74th Regiment, and has been recogniz3d as such by su- 
perior authority. He is therefore in my opiaion to be re- 
garded for the purposes of this proceeding as in office, by 
color of legal authority, and therefore a de facto officer, and 
not a usurper or intruder. 

Whether be is de jure as well as de facto colonel is a ques- 
tion upou which | express no opinion, as the determinacion 
of tbut question is not necessary to the disposition of the 
appeal before me. Provision is made by law for trying the 
title to public office, but it must be by direct proceedings 
and not by collateral inquiry, 

The principle is founaed upon public policy; for to re 
quire all persons transacting business with public officers 
to investigate the legality of their elections or appoiat- 
ments would impose an unbearabie burden and give rise to 
unceasicg litigation. The public are therefore protected ia 
dealing with a person occupyiug a pubic office under form 
of law. “Society could hirdly «xist without such a rule.” 
(Bronson, J., in People v. Hopson, | Deaio 574) The reason 
on which the rule is founded apoviies as stroagiy to military 
otlicers and to those dealing with them as to the public and 
persons holding civil offices, 

Tae only ground of appeal in the present case is the al- 
leged defect of title to the office of colouel of the 74th Regi- 
ment of the preseat incumvent, George C. Fox. Haviog 
reached the conclusion that be is to be considered a de facto 
officer, that his titie cannot be tried in a collateral proveed- 
ing, aod that his acts as a defacto officer ure valid, as to 
tbird persons within the limits o: the authority vested by 
law io the olfice he bolds, [ have the honor to advise that 
the election for captaia ia Co, D, held on Oot. 18 last, was a 
valid election, and the appeai iakeu by Lieut. K se should 
not be sustained.
